Most of the astronomers of the world 
do not accept the Lick observatory’s 
claims of confirmation of the 
theory of relativity, but seek furt 
evidence. Practically every observa- 
tory will have a representative at 
Santa Barbara on Sept. 10, 1923, when 
the next total eclipse will furnish an- 
other opportunity to prove or disprove 


the theory. 

Usually total eclipses. of the sun are 
visible only in remote and inaccessible 
parts of the globe, where travel and 
transportation are difficult. But the 
next eclipse will be most favorably lo 
cated. Point Conception, San Diego, 
and the Santa Barbara islands, off Los 
Angeles, will be in the path of totality. 
After leaving the United States the 
eclipse will travel across the length of 
Mexico. 4 

The Mexican government is making 
elaborate preparations to aid scientists 
who may wish to view the phenomenon 
from that country. It announces that 
Cuencame, Durango, will be the best 
place to get a good view. 

In addition to testing the Hinstein 
theory many astronomers hope to ob- 


tain photographs of the sun's air. A’ 


recent theory advances the view that 
the outer layers of the sun, which ap- 
pear all colors of the rainbow in a 
telescope, are actually produced where 
the sun's air is as rare as a vacuun, 
and that the sun’s heat, which we have 
always associated with fire, is pro- 
duced below by a fog of free electrons,
